Tod Lorkin, police reporter on the Soint 
Paul Messenger, often regretted that he had 
such a heavy beard. It meant that he had 
to visit his favorite barber every afternoon 
to avoid five o'clock shadow. 

But this expensive and unfortunate con- 
dition enabled Larkin, on the afternoon of 
December 24, 1948, not only to score a 
news beat for his paper, but to save an in* 
nocent man from life imprisonment. 

Cn this late afternoon before Christmas, 
the streets and the barber shop were very 
crowded. Suddenly reporter Larkin heard 
even through the hot towel that was steam- 
ing his sensitive face, the sound of two 
pistol shots, followed by three more in 
rapid succession. 

Larkin threw off his towel, sat bolt up- 
right, and, as he did so, noticed three 
other men being shaved do the same thing. 
The face of one of them, especially, 
burned itself into his memory. The man had 
the widest mouth and the saddest eyes that 
Larkin ever saw. 

Telling the barber that he would be back, 
Larkin rushed out into the crowded street 
to a jewelry store a few doors away where 
a thief had made off with $65,000 in cash 
and jewelry. The proprietor had been shot 
attempting to stop the holdup man. 

The manhunt was intense and before 
morning the dragnet had brought up the al- 
leged thitf, who protested his innocence 
so vehemently that Larkin interviewed him 
in jail and got the shock of his life. It was 
true that the man was an ex-convict, but it 
was also true that both Larkin and a bar- 
ber swore that the sad-eyed fellow was be- 
ing shaved at the ytrf moment the jewelry 
was being robbed. Later, the real thief 
was captured. 

DATE PIE 

On May 28, 1955, Samuel Tolant, pro- 
prietor of a jewelry shop on Main Street in 
Bloomington, Indiana, was about to lock op 
after a successful Saturday night's busi- 



ness when two masked men robbed him of 
cash and diamonds amounting to $1250. 

What made matters worse was that when 
the police questioned Tolant in an effort 
to get some sort of description of the rob- 
bers, the only answer they could get out of 
him was, "I tell you it happened so fast 
that I couldn't see a thing. In fact, I could 
hardly breathe." 

The police were stumped. Tolant had 
been alone in his shop at the time and they 
had practically no clues to go on. About 
ell they could do was to watch the pawn- 
shops in Bloomington and nearby towns. 

But Emory Hal Iter, o cub reporter in 
Bloomington, stumbled on a clue and was 
smart enough to put two and two together. 
It was on o Saturday night 9 week later, 
close to midnight, when Emory was eating 
his favorite dessert, Boston Cream Pie, in 
the Silver Spoon Diner that his girl friend, 
Lola Deene, the waitress remarked, "You 
should have been here last Saturday night, 
Emory. There were a couple of fellows who 
came in end ordered Boston Cream Pie, 
two whole ones. And " 

The cub reporter said, "You mean they 
ate two whole pies right here?" 

"No, silly. They took the pies away 
in a box." 

Emory was on his feet now. "Did you 
happen to recognize them, Lola?" 

"Why certainly," Lola said. "They were 
Sid Looper and his brother." 

Emory grabbed the startled Lola by the 
arm and hurried her down to the police de- 
partment. There he explained to the night 
sergeant that he usually had a date with 
Lola every Saturday night and what Lola 
had told him about Sid Looper and his 
brother, Ed, buying two Boston Cream 

This information led to the speedy arrest 
of the Looper boys, who finally confessed 
that they had thrown the cream pies into 
the face of the jeweler when they robbed 
him.
